Mr.  Plumb  in  the  Library 

Rochester's  Mysterious  Philanthropist 


Driving  through  Rochester's  town  center, 
there's  one  name  you  can't  avoid  seeing  —  that  of 
Joseph  H.  Plumb.  While  curving  around  Route  105, 
you'll  pass  the  Plumb  Corner  Mall  which  features 
the  Plumb  Corner  Market,  directly  across  from  the 
Town  Hall  and  First  Congregational  Church.  Further 
on,  the  quaint  single-level  Joseph  H.  Plumb 
Memorial  Library  is  nestled  between  a  small  bank  of 
trees. 

Like  many  of  the  tri-town  namesakes, 
however,  few  residents  know  much  about  the  person 
behind  the  legacy.  Their  names  are  as  common  as 
that  of  the  local  elementary  school,  park,  civic  hall, 
or  baseball  field  —  but  they,  themselves,  remain  a 
mystery. 

But  unlike  most,  Joseph  H.  Plumb's  most 
notable  contribution  to  the  town  speaks  volumes  — 
literally. 

In  August  of  1976,  the  Joseph  H.  Plumb 
Memorial  Library  was  dedicated  and  donated  to  the 
town  by  Mr.  Plumb's  widow,  Dorothy  B.  Plumb.  The 
town  library  was  previously  housed  in  a  section  of 
the  existing  Town  Hall,  in  the  space  now  used  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors.  Having  passed  away  in  1970,  Mr. 
Plumb  was  unable  to  realize  his  own  dream  of 
providing  separate  and  expanded  library  facilities 
for  the  Town  of  Rochester. 

Ms.  Plumb,  therefore,  took  it  upon  herself  to 
design  the  building  with  assistance  from  engineer 
Brant  Harworth  and  local  builder  Robert  Sherman 
before  her  own  death  in  1977.  As  an  avid  reader  —  it 
was  said  he  read  up  to  50  books  a  month  —  and 
published  author,  Mr.  Plumb  would  have  found  his 
wife's  Cape  Cod-style  building  a  fitting  tribute. 

As  both  Joseph  Plumb  and  his  wife  "Dottie" 
remained  very  private  individuals,  not  a  great  deal  is 
known  about  their  personal  life.  But  Rochester 
resident  Arthur  Lionberger  was  fortunate  enough  to 
be  acquainted  with  the  couple,  and  recently  shared 
some  of  his  memories  in  an  edition  of  the  Plumb 
Memorial  Library  newsletter: 

"Following  their  marriage,  Dottie  and  Joe 
retreated  to  the  privacy  of  a  home  on  Mendell  Road, 
and  here  Joe  amassed  a  private  library,  wrote  books, 
and  became  an  owner  and  collector  of  expensive 
foreign  cars.  Although  I  did  not  get  to  know  him 
well,  I  tried  to  persuade  Joe  to  join  the  (Rochester 
Men's)  Brotherhood.  I  thought  he  would  enjoy 
taking  part  in  our  projects  and  making  friends  with 
about  thirty  older  men,  nearly  all  of  whom  lived  in 
Rochester  and  came  from  all  walks  of  life.  Joe, 
however,  was  a  very  private  person  and  chose  to 


remain  so. ' 

On  the  contribution  of  the  library  to  the 
Town  of  Rochester,  Mr.  Lionberger  added: 

"That  the  town  needed  a  good  library  had 
long  been  evident.  Not  only  did  the  building  which 
Dottie  gave  it  blend  with  the  center's  architecture, 
but,  substantial  and  adequate  in  every  way,  the 
Joseph  H.  Plumb  Memorial  Library  has  come  to  be 
praised  by  young  and  old,  both  for  the  reading  and 
the  excellence  of  the  service  it  provides." 

And  just  as  the  shelves  of  books  serve  to 
remind  residents  of  Mr.  Plumb's  favorite  pastime, 
another  intriguing  donation  from  Ms.  Plumb 
reminds  them  of  the  man  himself. 

Standing  in  one  corner  of  the  library  reading 
area  is  Mr.  Plumb's  favorite  hand-carved  wooden 
rocking  chair,  just  under  a  portrait  of  him  seated  in 
the  very  same  chair.  First-time  visitors  to  the  library 
cannot  help  but  be  captivated  by  the  huge,  cozy  oak 
chair  which  reportedly  came  from  Vermont  and  was 
formerly  owned  by  a  Canadian  Prime  Minister. 
Now,  the  favorite  reading  spot  of  an  avid  scholar, 
author,  historian,  and  entrepreneur  is  available  for 
all  the  enjoy. 

"It's  a  great  chair,"  said  Librarian  Lucy  Van 
Petten.  "Most  people  come  in  and  immediately  have 
to  try  it  out." 

Along  the  same  wall  is  another  portrait 
which  seems  appropriate  to  the  legend  of  Joseph  H. 
Plumb.  The  portrait  depicts  a  smiling  Mr.  Plumb 
seated  behind  the  wheel  of  a  Mercedes  sports  car  — 
another  one  of  his  passions.  And  like  the 
surrounding  tomes  and  eager  students  who  scurry 
in  and  out  of  the  building,  it  will  serve  to  keep  the 
spirit  of  Joseph  H.  Plumb  alive  for  years  to  come.

submitted  a  petition  to  the  Selectmen  to  run  a  sewer 
line  down  Stoney  Run  and  Edgewater  Lanes.  The 
petition  was  signed  by  more  than  the  required  50 
percent  of  residents,  and  Ms.  Schaefer  wanted  to 
make  sure  that  everything  was  proceeding  as 
expected.

totalling  $491,000.  Chairman  Schaefer  noted  that 
when  they  approach  Town  Meeting  voters  for  the 
money,  the  final  figure  should  fall  somewhere 
between  those  two  figures. 

"The  actual  cost  will  be  based  on  the  bids  we 
solicit  for  the  project,"  she  said.  "The  town  will  then 
seek  RFP's  (Requests  For  Proposals)  for  the 
engineering  work,  which  will  include  on-site  survey, 
design,  permitting,  Conservation  Commission 
approvals,  and  preparation  of  bid  documents. 

"I  just  want  to  make  sure  that  you  are  all 
satisfied  with  the  project.

Mr.  Milka  plans  to  live  at  the  site,  directly  off  New  Bedford 
Road. 

Chairman  Hughes  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  and  Ms. 
Letendre,  who  are  direct  abutters.  They  stated  their 
concerns  about  the  safety  of  any  chemicals  and  pesticides 
which  might  be  used  to  construct  and  maintain  the  bog, 
and  also  that  the  increased  traffic  might  be  hazardous  to 
their  children.

But  Georgia  Chamberlain,  a  bog  owner  herself, 
noted  that  there  are  strict  laws  and  regulations  imposed  by 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  over  the  use 
of  pesticides  and  chemicals  in  cranberry  bogs.  All 
chemicals  need  to  be  EPA-approved  and  applied  by  a 
certified  professional. 

Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles  of  Marion 
expressed  his  concern  over  the  developer  digging  below 
elevation  0,  as  any  excavation  that  low  might  have  a 
detrimental  impact  on  the  Town  of  Marion's  nearby  well 
sites.  "We  are  forced  to  monitor  the  wetlands  under  our 
water  withdrawal  permit,"  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "We'd  also 
like  to  ask  that  the  developer  be  required  to  monitor  the 
wetlands." 

Mr.  Madden  said  he  had  no  problem  with  making 
that  a  stipulation  of  the  Earth  Removal  Permit.  He  also 
agreed  to  placing  several  other  stipulations  in  the  permit 
which  would  appease  the  concerns  of  several  other 
abutters,  among  them: 

•  Complete  all  the  construction  work  and  earth 
removal  within  four  years 

•  Haul  material  only  between  the  hours  of  7:00  am 
and  4:30  pm,  Monday  through  Friday 

•  Pave  a  sixty-foot  section  of  the  access  road 

•  Post  "Trucks  Entering"  signs  near  the  entrance/ 
exit  of  the  site 

•  Conduct  water  quality  tests  upon  an  abutter's 


t£ '#K.'j.

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TAX  DEADLINES  DRAW  NEARER 

Important  tax  deadlines- 1995  and  tax  records-What  to  keep  and  how  long?  Important  tax  filing 
deadlines  are  approaching.  Cut  and  save  this  checklist  of  the  most  common  filing  requirements  for 
business  and  individuals. 

*April  15-lndividual  income  tax  returns  for  calendar  year  1994  are  due  unless 
you  file  for  an  automatic  extension. 

*April  15-1994  Partnership  information  returns  are  due. 

*April  15-1994  annual  gift  tax  returns  are  due. 

*April  15-This  is  the  deadline  for  making  a  1994  IRA  contribution. 

*April  15-The  first  installment  of  the  1995  individual  estimated  tax  is  due. 

*June  15-The  second  installment  of  1995  individual  estimated  tax  is  due. 

If  you  can't  file  a  tax  return  on  time,  you  may  request  an  extension  from  the  IRS.  The  extension 
request  must  be  filed  by  the  return's  due  date.  An  extension  gives  you  more  time  to  file  a  return:  it  does 
not  give  you  additional  time  to  pay  any  taxes  still  owed  without  penalty  and  or  interest.  Contact  the  IRS 
or  your  accountant  for  assistance  with  any  of  your  tax  filing  requirements. 

You  know  you  need  to  save  some  of  your  financial  records  for  tax  and  other  purposes,  but 
which  ones?  And  for  how  long? 

You  need  to  keep  records  thoughout  the  year,  so  you  can  take  advantage  of  all  favorable  tax 
rules  in  the  first  place  (deductions.credits.deferrals,  and  so  on).  Then  you  have  to  store  your  records, 
so  you  can  substantiate  each  item  on  your  return  if  the  IRS  audits  you  later  on.  The  more  organized 
you  keep  your  records,  the  less  you  pay  for  tax  return  preparation  and  the  less  traumatic  an  IRS  audit 
will  be. 

How  long  should  you  keep  your  records?  Generally  the  IRS  can  go  back  as  far  as  three  (3) 
years,  but  if  your  income  is  understated  by  25%  (percent)  or  more,  the  limit  is  six  (6)  years.  To  be  safe, 
I  suggest  the  following  record  retention  guidelines: 

PERMANENT:  Tax  returns,  financial  statements,  contracts,  corporate  stock  records,  corporate 
minutes,  and  real  estate  records  should  be  kept  permanently. 

SEVEN  YEARS:  Cancelled  checks,  bank  deposit  slips,  bank  statements,  employment  tax 
returns,  expense  reports,  entertainment  records,  and  inventory  records  should  be  kept  at  least  seven 
(7)  years. 

SEVEN  YEARS  AFTER  RELEVANT  DATE:  Home  improvement  records  and  investment  records 
should  be  kept  for  at  least  seven  (7)  years  after  the  ownership  period  of  the  home  or  investment. 
Businesses  should  keep  employee  records  for  seven  (7)  years  after  the  period  of  employment. 

Make  a  list  of  your  documents  and  establish  a  written  schedule  for  disposing  of  those  records 
you  need  not  keep  permanently.  If  you  have  any  questions  about  any  records  or  record  keeping 
requirements,  contact  us,  tax  accountants.

The  law  permits  property 
owners  to  put  in  deeds  to 
buyers  reasonable  restrictions 
on  the  use  of  the  real  estate 
being  transferred.  It  might  be 
looked  upon  as  zoning  on  a 
very  personal  basis.

Registration  will  take  place  8:30  am  - 12:00  noon 
and  1:00  -  3:00  pm  in  the  Civil  Defense  Room  at  Center 
School.  It  is  not  necessary  for  your  child  to  attend 
registration  with  you. 

Any  child  born  in  the  year  1990  is  eligible  for 
enrollment  in  Kindergarten.  Any  child  born  in  the  year 
1989  is  eligible  for  enrollment  in  Grade  One.  Parents 
should  bring  a  birth  certificate  or  a  notarized 
memorandum  of  birth  with  them  on  registration  day.  A 
doctor's  memorandum  showing  the  following 
immunizations  and  a  lead  screening  blood  test  is  required 
for  school  entrance: 

•  DPT  -  five  doses  unless  the  fourth  dose  is  given 
after  the  fourth  birthday; 

•  Oral  Sabin  Polio  Vaccine  -  four  doses  unless  the 
third  dose  is  given  after  the  fourth  birthday; 

•  Measles,  Mumps,  Rubella  (MMR)  -  first  dose 
given  at  15  months  of  age;  a  second  dose  must  be  given 
prior  to  entering  Kindergarten;  and 

•  Lead  Screening. 

If  the  required  immunizations  or  blood  work  for 
lead  screening  are  incomplete  for  medical  and/or  religious 
reasons,  a  statement  from  a  doctor  or  church  official
